Iraqi Workers Ambushed 


17 killed as rebels target locals assisting U.S.-led coalition 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Gunmen ambushed a bus 
carrying unarmed Iraqis to work at a U.S. 
ammo dump near Tikrit on Sunday, killing 17 
and raising the toll from three days of inten- 
sified and bloody insurgent attacks to at least 
70 Iraqi dead and dozens wounded. 

The attacks, focused in Baghdad and sev- 
eral cities to the north, appeared to be aimed 
at scaring off those who cooperate with the 
American military — whether police, nation- 
al guardsmen, Kurdish militias, or ordinary 
people just looking for a paycheck. 

The violence came just weeks after the 


United States launched major offensives 
aimed at suppressing guerrillas ahead of 
crucial elections set for Jan. 30. 

Sunday’s bloodshed began when gunmen 
opened fire at the bus as it dropped off Iraqis 
employed by coalition forces at a weapons 
dump in Tikrit, 80 miles north of Baghdad, 
said Capt. Bill Coppernoll, spokesman for 
the Tikrit-based U.S. 1st Infantry Division. 
Coppernoll said 17 people died and 13 were 
wounded in the attack. 

About an hour later, a suicide car bomber 
drove into an Iraqi National Guard check- 


point in Beiji, about 75 miles to the north, 
detonating his explosives -packed vehicle, 
Coppernoll said. Gunmen then opened fire 
on the position. Three guardsmen, includ- 
ing a company commander, were killed and 
18 wounded, Coppernoll said. 

The attacks seem to be part of a campaign 
of retribution against Iraqis who assist the 
Americans, but also an effort to resupply the 
insurgents’ arsenal. Rebels behind an attack 
on a police station Friday looted the station’s 
armory, and on Sunday, police said armed 
men stormed a station about 30 miles south 
of Fallujah and stole two police cars and a 
large cache of weapons, nick wadhams (ap)

Lawmakers predict bill 
would pass easily if 
leaders move it forward 

WASHINGTON I If House Republican 
leaders would allow a vote on post- 
Sept. 11 legislation overhauling the 
United States’ intelligence com- 
munity, it would easily pass, both 
Republican and Democratic law- 
makers predicted Sunday.

Abstinence 
Programs 
Under Fire 

Frist backs review of 
sex ed courses reported 
to have misleading data 

WASHINGTON I Senate Majority 
Leader Bill Frist said Sunday that 
the government should review fed- 
erally funded sexual abstinence pro- 
grams, under fire from Democrats 
who say they contain false and mis- 
leading medical information. 

The “abstinence-only” pro- 
grams, which get 
$170 million from 
Congress this year, 
teach children and 
teens the benefits of 
abstaining from sex 
until marriage. 

A report last 
week by Rep. Henry Waxman, D- 
Calif , found 11 of the 13 most widely 
used programs contain misinforma- 
tion. He said they underestimate 
the effectiveness of condoms in pre- 
venting pregnancy and disease or 
get scientific facts wrong, among 
other findings. 

Frist did not directly address the 
issues raised but said the programs 
should be reviewed. 

“Of course they should be 
reviewed,” Frist said Sunday on 
ABC’s “This Week” program. “That’s 
in part our responsibility to make 
sure that all of these programs are 
reviewed.” (ap)

Certification of state s 
presidential results to 
trigger legal challenges 

COLUMBUS, OHIO I Two major 
challenges are expected to unfold 
Monday when Ohio Secretary of 
State Kenneth Blackwell certifies 
the state’s final presidential elec- 
tion results, declaring President 
Bush the winner by about 119,000 
votes. 

Lawyers representing voters

That 
was closer than the totals election 
night showed but not close enough 
to trigger an automatic recount. 

However, the Green and 
Libertarian party candidates have 
raised the $113,600 required to pay 
for a recount themselves. 

Cliff Arnebeck, a Columbus 
lawyer working for the Alliance 
for Democracy, said overturning 
the result is not the objective. 

“We should verify the accuracy 
of the vote and the process by which 
the vote was achieved,” he said.

Egypt Frees

Sharon touts spirit 
of cooperation with 
release of 6 Egyptians 

EILAT, ISRAEL I Egypt on Sunday 
freed an Israeli Arab businessman 
convicted of spying in exchange for 
Israel’s release of six Egyptian stu- 
dents, a deal that signaled a warm- 
ing of relations between the two 
countries. 

The businessman, Azzam 
Azzam, was convicted of espio- 
nage by an Egyptian court in 1997 
and sentenced to 15 years in prison. 
At the time, he ran a textile facto- 
ry in Egypt. The case against him 
was based on allegations that he had 
invisible ink in his possession. Israel 
has denied Azzam was an agent. 

Azzam’s imprisonment has been 
a key point of friction between Israel 
and Egypt, whose ties remain cool 
despite their 1979 peace treaty. 

Sharon told reporters he called 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
and thanked him. “We spoke about 
strengthening ties and about wid- 
ening cooperation between Egypt 
and Israel,” Sharon said.

U.S. commander says 
troop numbers maybe 
reduced if it succeeds 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I The United 
States could cut its forces in Afghan- 
istan next summer if Taliban mili- 
tants accept an amnesty to be drawn 
up by President Hamid Karzai and 
neighboring Pakistan, the top U.S. 
commander here said Sunday. 

“By next summer we’ll have a 
much better sense if the security 
threat is diminished as a result of, 
say, a significant reconciliation with 
large numbers of Taliban,” Lt. Gen. 
David Barno said. “We’re going to 
maintain our connections to the 
Afghans here over the long haul ... 
but we may not need the same force 
strength if the security situation 
continues to improve,” he said. 

Any reduction in the 18,000- 
strong, mostly American combat 
force would relieve the U.S. military, 
stretched thin by the much larger 
deployment in Iraq. Still, the force is 
unlikely to shrink before parliamen- 
tary elections slated for April. 

Afghan officials have repeatedly 
urged the Taliban’s supporters to 
abandon the fight or return from 


exile to help rebuild the country. 

Barno said Karzai, who is to be 
sworn in as Afghanistan’s first pop- 
ularly elected leader on Tuesday, is 
to produce a list of Taliban members 
who are considered beyond rehabili- 
tation and pass it to Islamabad. 

“As that list gets finalized . . . we’ll 
see both countries moving forward 
to look to arrest and bring to jus- 


tice those individuals,” Barno said. 
He said the final number could be 
whittled down to less than 100. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. military 
will start a register of lower-level 
Taliban members willing to return 
to their villages and live in peace. 
The step would be a precursor to a 
reconciliation plan the government 
has yet to formally announce, (ap) 


Trafficker Extradited to 
U.S. Says He’s Innocent 

A Cali cartel founder, Colombian held inMiami 


BOGOTA, COLOMBIA I Gilbcrto 
Rodriguez Orejuela, the most 
powerful Colombian drug trafficker 
ever extradited to the United States, 
said he was innocent in an interview 
made shortly before he was flown 
to Miami over the weekend. 

Rodriguez Orejuela, 65, is 
charged with running a drug net- 
work responsible for producing 80 
percent of the U.S. cocaine supply in 
the 1990s. He was flown Saturday to 
Miami, where he is in jail awaiting 
his first court hearing Monday. The 
strategist among the founders of the 
Cali cartel, he faces an extended 
wait before the drug, money laun- 
dering and obstruction of justice 


charges against him are aired. 

“I feel innocent of the charg- 
es they are making against me,” 
Rodriguez Orejuela said in the 
interview with the 
radio station W, a 
portion ofwhich was 
published Sunday by 
El Tiempo. But the 
drug cartel leader — 
Orejuela who spent nearly a 
decade in prison in 
Colombia — said he has confidence 
in the U.S. justice system. 

“I think I will be listened to. ... If 
my life is going to be in a prison, it will 
be in a prison where at least I’ll have 
minimal rights,” he said, (ap) 


Serbian Leader 
Looks to Unseat 
Defiant Cabinet 

BELGRADE, SERBIA-MONTENEGRO I 
Serbia’s pro-Western president has 
proposed early general elections in 
the Balkan republic to try to replace 
the government that has defied 
demands to hand over suspects to the 
UN. war crimes tribunal, according 
to an interview published Sunday. 

“It is clear what we need to do if 
we want to protect the future of this 
country,” Boris Tadic told Politika, 
referring to U.S. and European 
Union threats of isolating Serbia 
unless it fully cooperates. He accused 
the conservative cabinet of Prime 
Minister Vojislav Kostunica of work- 
ing against state interests. 

Serbia’s parliament would have 
to approve Tadic’s proposal for an

WASHINGTON | Smoking led to two 
separate suburban house fires that 
killed four people, including three 
family members, fire officials said 
Sunday. 

Margaret Bobo, 91, her 49 -year- 
old son Morris Jackson and her nine- 
year-old great grandson Ako Henson 
died in a blaze around midnight in 
Fairmount Heights, Md. About 
three hours earlier, a man died in a 
bedroom fire despite the efforts of a 
pizza delivery man in Vienna, Va. 

Intense heat and thick smoke 
prevented police officers from enter- 
ing the Fairmount Heights house, 
located in the 5400 block of Addison 
Road, said Capt. Chauncey Bowers, 
a spokesman for the Prince George’s 
County Fire and Emergency Medical 
Services Department. A cigarette 
ignited a piece of living room fur- 
niture and flames quickly spread. 
Bowers said. 

Smoking in bed led to the death 
of 35 -year- old Glenn Donsanto in 
Vienna, said Renee Stilwell, spokes- 
woman for the Fairfax County Fire 
and Rescue Department. 

A pizza delivery man saw 
the house on fire before 7 P-m. 
Saturday on Batten Hollow Road 
and ran inside. Smoke drove him 
back. He alerted a neighbor, went 
back inside the burning home and 
managed to save a cat, according

Q l am new to Washington and 
have found that looking for 
fare money every morning Is a 
hassle. I’d like to get a SmarTrIp but I 
have been told It will demagnetize If 
sent through the mall. Is that true? 

A Nope. The SmarTrip cards use 
a computer chip, as opposed 
to the paper fare cards, which use 


a magnetic stripe and can be dam- 
aged by contact with a magnet. 
“The only thing that a SmarTrip 
card is vulnerable to is misuse,” 
said Murray Bond, Metro’s direc- 
tor of SmarTrip operations. 

Bending the card, for example, 
or puncturing it would break an 
antenna inside that allows infor- 
mation to be transmitted. 

The plastic cards usually last 


three to five years, he said. 

If you’re still wary of the mail 
and don’t want to order a card 
online, they can also be bought at 
Metro sales offices, like the one in- 
side Metro Center, and at vending 
machines in rail stations with park- 
ing lots.

Eye Sound Waiis 


Pr. William residents 
say noise complaints 
are falling on deaf ears 

DUMFRIES, VA. | The loud noises of 
cars and tractors -trailers on busy 
Route 234 in Dumfries are annoy- 
ing some residents of Prince William 
County. But they’re unlikely to get 
any relief. 

Unlike a federally financed 
stretch of Route 234 north of 
Montclair and Ashland, where 
sound walls protect residents from 
the steady hum of traffic, the high- 
way next to the two communities 
has no barriers and is not likely to 
get any. 

That’s because the state pays 
for that part of the highway. And 
though roads built with federal 


dollars automatically include noise 
abatement studies and noise barri- 
ers when necessary — those built 
with Virginia funds do not. 

The state will help pay for sound 
barriers only if a locality adopts a 
law requiring all residential devel- 
opers to plan for noise controls 
along busy highways. And even 
then, Virginia will pay only for 
sound barriers for new roads — 
not existing ones. 

In Prince William, officials are 
beginning to debate whether to pass 
laws allowing the county to tap state 
sound-wall funds. But it will be too 
late for Ashland and Montclair — 
two neighborhoods in the county 
affected by the traffic noise. 

“Is there any resolution to this? 
No,” Ashland resident Michael 
Melvin said, (ap)

The stars cut loose for ‘Ocean’s Twelve’

Not Quite Heaven 



Ruben Studdard’s 
gospel album falls 
short of transcendent 

M u S I C I It’s hard to take the gospel 
anthems of “American Idol” winner 
Ruben Studdard seriously when just 
a few tracks ago, the “velvet teddy 
bear” was representing for the 
“bailers and shot callers.” 

It also doesn’t help that the 
title track of his second album for 
J Records, “I Need an Angel” by R. 
Kelly, contains trite lyrics like “Have 
nowhere to go so I’m down on my 
knees/I’m trying to see the forest. 


but there’s this one tree.” 

Studdard’s artistry seems 
restrained on tracks such as “Goin’ 
up Yonder” and “Shout to the Lord” 
and none of the tracks have the kind 
of vocal abandon that infuses gospel 
with integrity and awe. But, there 
are some redeeming qualities. If 
you listen with your eyes closed, 
Studdard’s gentle tenor sounds a bit 
like a laid-back Smokie Norful. His 
collaboration with gospel quartet 
legend Harvey Watkins Jr. on “Fix 
it Jesus” adds some old-fashioned 
revival to the mix and is a standout 
track, along with a smooth R&B 
arrangement of “I Surrender All.” 


Studdard says he grew up sing- 
ing gospel and only recently began 
singing secular music.

Muslim hip-hoppers 
strive to find the 
sacred side of rap 

NEW SOUNDS I When David Kelly — 
aka “Capital D” — raps, he doesn’t 
follow the mainstream mantra of 
women, cars and jewelry. 

Instead, the Chicago rapper uses 
his rhymes to dish out praise for 
Allah, criticize the war in Iraq and 
blast corporate America. 

Kelly is among a new group of 
Muslim rap artists gaining popular- 
ity among Muslim-Americans look- 
ing for entertainment that reflects 
both their mainstream tastes and 
religious beliefs. 

“Muslims in the United States 
are not going away. They’re part of 
the culture, but they’re not creat- 
ing their own culture,” Kelly said. 
“I try to show them that you can be 
creative, artistic, happy and still be 
Muslim.” 

This new wave of Muslim-influ- 


enced music seeks to convey mes- 
sages and images more in line with 
orthodox Islam. 


That kind of message- driven 
music is at the heart of Remarkable 
Current, an Oakland, California- 


based record label that features sev- 
eral hip-hop artists. Though listen- 
ers may not realize the artists are 
Muslim when they first hear the 
music, they will notice the posi- 
tive messages, said founder Anas 
Canon. 

Yet Canon said he’s had difficult- 
ly gaining acceptance from some in 
the Muslim community because of 
the debate in the Muslim world over 
whether music is haram — forbid- 
den — under Islamic law. 

Kelly said after he converted to 
Islam, he initially quit performing 
while debating whether rap could 
coincide with his Islamic beliefs. 

But Kelly decided the music had 
to have a purpose. “Insomnia,” which 
Kelly released independently this 
fall, addresses not only Islam but 
also U.S. foreign policy, corporate 
America and the music industry. 

“I wanted it to be a serious and 
focused album, and I know that has 
a lot to do with me being Muslim,” 
he said, anna johnson (ap)

Finding Her Voice

Singer-songwriter 
Rachael Yamagata 
defies comparisons 

BREAKOUT I Rachael Yamagata had 
been writing music in solitude for 
several years, too shy to show her 
compositions to anyone. 

While she was still with the 
Chicago-based funk band Rumpus, 
she finally got up the nerve to let 
her bandmates hear what she’d 
been up to. 

“The initial reaction that I took 
away was it was no good, it was 
too dark or sad or whatever it is,” 
said the soft-spoken Yamagata. 
“I kind of went back into a shell 
after that experience. I really didn’t 
show those songs to anybody for 
five years.” 

But she didn’t stop writing, nor 
did she change her writing style. 
The same songs that drew derision 
have now made Yamagata one of 
this year’s most heralded new art- 
ists, and garnered her comparisons 
to Norah Jones for her piano -driv- 
en, emotive songs. 

Her debut album, “Happen- 
stance,” deals with the kind of 
angst typically mined for songs 
— painful breakups, unrequited 
love and moments of helpless- 
ness and despair. But her eclectic 
prose, haunting melodies and her 
alluring vocal delivery has distin- 
guished her from the flock of also- 
ran performers. 

Becoming a solo singer wasn’t 
part of Yamagata’s original plan. 


As a child, she took piano and 
flute lessons. Later, while attend- 
ing Northwestern University 
in Chicago, she studied theater. 
However, she found that acting 
wasn’t the best way to express 
herself. 

“I got kicked out of acting class,” 
said Yamagata. “I just shouldn’t 
have been in school, in general.” 

Although she did end up gradu- 
ating, she found herself drifting to 
music — and, more specifically, the 
energetic performances and soul- 
based grooves of Rumpus. 

“The chemistry that they had. 


they could just take over a room, 
and you couldn’t look away,” she 
recalled. 

Yamagata eventually became a 
background singer and later lead 
singer. But as time went on, she 
became more transfixed by her 
own music. 

“For me, at some point down 
the line I just felt exhausted 
because I had this other wealth 
of material that was kind of 
sitting around doing nothing, 
and I felt like I needed to ... get 
it out there and feel creative.

COMEBACKS I More than three 
decades after the series premiere 
of “Columbo” in 1971, Peter Falk, 
who created the famously rumpled 
police lieutenant, has become an 
unofficial global ambassador for 
the Hollywood TV industry. 

The original series is licensed in 
more than 80 territories worldwide, 
and NBC -Universal International 
Television also has added Japan, 
Pakistan, Russia and Ukraine to 
the list. Domestically, the series is 
under license on a national basis to 
WGN and Bravo and will be coming 
soon to Hallmark Channel. 

The franchise provided France’s

R E D S K I N S I Stop the game and have 
a parade. The Washington Redskins 
finally scored 20 points. 

The historic moment occurred 
with 41 seconds left in the first half 
of Sunday’s rout of the New York 
Giants, when tight end Robert 
Royal went to the ground to cra- 
dle Patrick Ramsey’s 9 -yard pass. 
Royal’s first career touchdown gave 
the Redskins a 21-0 lead on the way 
to a 31-7 victory. 

The Redskins (4-8) broke a 
three-game losing streak and 
broke the 20 -point barrier for the 
first time since Joe Gibbs returned 
as coach, ending their longest such 
drought since the 1930s. 

They scored more points than 
in their last three games combined, 
and they hit 30 for the first time 
since Week 2 of last season. 

Clinton Portis, whose role had 
been marginalized during the los- 
ing streak, was again the focal 
point of the offense, running for 
148 yards on 31 carries. He had a 
1-yard touchdown run — only the 
third TD rushing for the Redskins 
all season — and caught a shovel 


pass for another score. 

Portis had only six carries in 
last week’s loss at Pittsburgh, but 
Gibbs gave him the ball on the first 
five plays and seven times in the 


opening drive. Portis has 1,093 
yards on the season, giving him 
1,000-plus in each of his first 
three years.

Baseball Unlikely to Punish Bonds 


McCain Continues 
To Press Baseball 
On Steroid Testing 

DOPING I Major League Baseball 
should enforce stronger rules 
against steroid abuse by players on 
its own, but Congress will require 
changes by law if necessary, lead- 
ing lawmakers said Sunday. 

Sen. John McCain, the driv- 
ing force behind changing how 
baseball polices performance- 
enhancing drug use, said Sunday 
he believes President Bush would 
sign a bill into law. “There’s not a 


doubt in my mind. He’d love to,” said 
McCain, who attended Saturday’s 
Army-Navy game with Bush. 

The executive board of the play- 
ers’ union starts its 
annual meeting 
Monday with the 
steroid issue on its 
agenda. 

Lawyers for 
baseball commis- 
sioner Bud Selig’s 
office and the union have met sev- 
eral times to discuss Selig’s repeated 
calls for more frequent testing and 
harsher penalties for steroid use. 
The current once-a-year testing 
policy expires in 2006. (ap)

BASEBALL | For all the fuss over 
reported admissions of steroid 
use by Barry Bonds, Jason Giambi 
and Gary Sheffield, Major League 
baseball probably won’t discipline 
them. 

Instead of addressing the past. 
Baseball Commissioner Bud Selig 
is more concerned with pressuring 
players to agree to more frequent 


testing before the current labor con- 
tract expires in December 2006. 

Already convicted in the court 
of public opinion, the players who 
testified before a federal grand 
jury are protected from discipline 
because steroids weren’t banned by 
major league baseball until Sept. 30, 
2002, previously undetectable THG 
wasn’t prohibited until March 2004 
and Human Growth Hormone still 
isn’t blacklisted. 

And while baseball’s labor con- 
tract calls for penalties for positive 
tests and criminal convictions. 


there’s no discipline specified for 
fessing up to past use. 

Because steroid use wasn’t 
banned until two years ago, it’s 
inconceivable baseball would denote 
in its record book that Bonds might 
have used performance -enhanc- 
ing drugs when he set the season 
home run record of 73 in 2001. And 
whether any revelations damage his 
chances to make the Hall of Fame 
will be determined only when the 
eligible baseball writers who vote 
make up their minds in several

AlwaysOn magazine 
brings blogosphere 
onto the printed page 

PUBLISHING I After Red Herring 
sank into the dot-com morass last 
year, Tony Perkins considered resur- 
recting the magazine. He changed 
his mind when his daughter told 
him, “Red Herring is so 1990s.” 

Perkins’ return to the high-tech 
publishing scene will be more nar- 
row and risky. The new venture, 
AlwaysOn, will bring one of the 
Internet’s hottest trends — Web 
logging, or “blogging” — to print. 

The magazine, to debut early 
next year, will draw heavily from 
material already online at a tech- 
nology-focused blogging commu- 
nity that Perkins created. 

About half the “blogozine” will 
be devoted to the most provocative 
posts on his Web site. 

The rest of the magazine will 
feature articles about technolo- 
gy’s future and interviews with 
the likes of Microsoft Corp. founder 
Bill Gates and Hewlett-Packard Co. 
chief executive Carly Fiorina. 

Perkins, 46, is promoting the 


magazine as a breakthrough devel- 
opment in “open-source media.” 

Jason Pontin, the former edi- 
tor of Red Herring, is skeptical. He 
doubts the raw, biased observations 
of the “blogosphere” will fare as well 
in the realm of magazines, where 
reporters spend weeks researching 
stories and submit their findings to 
rigorous fact checking. 

“The blogosphere doesn’t have 
the capacity to produce analyti- 
cal, well-researched journal- 
ism,” said Pontin, editor in chief 
of Technology Review. “If you 


believe there are enough people 
interested in reading a magazine 
devoted to bunch of insiders writ- 
ing with great jubilation about the 
importance of their own commu- 
nity, then Tony’s approach could be 
quite effective.” 

Perkins emerged as a publishing 
pioneer in the 1990s by launching 
Red Herring, with a zealous focus 
on high technology. 

The magazine became red hot 
during the dot-com craze of the 
late 1990s. One issue surpassed 
600 pages, michael liedtke (ap) 


Electronic Trash 


GARBAGE I When Office Depot, 
Inc. stores ran an electronics- 
recycling drive last summer that 
accepted everything from cell 
phones to televisions, some stores 
were overwhelmed by the amount 
of trash they received. 

People don’t know where to take 
their electronics trash, so much of 
it sits in drawers. The toxic materi- 
als many electronics contain pres- 
ent more obstacles. 

A National Safety Council study 
done four years ago found that less 
than 10 percent of techno trash was 
recycled. 

Recycling efforts tend to be scat- 
tershot: Staples Inc. and Whole 
Foods Market Inc. stores will take 
cell phones, but few people think

to take recyclables to those places. 
Many cities will pick up electron- 
ics trash only on scheduled hazard- 
ous waste collection days, which are 
often months apart. 

Tech recycling now is where 
aluminum- can recycling was 20 
years ago, said Walt Rosenberg, 
vice president for corporate, social 
and environmental responsibility 
at Hewlett-Packard Co. 

“One of the big inhibitors is a 
lack of refined recycling infrastruc- 
ture globally for computer equip- 
ment,” he said. “Will it get there? 
Yes. Will it take time? Yes.” 

Meanwhile, outmoded comput- 
ers clutter closets and busted Game 
Boys collect dust in basements. 
About 2 million tons of electronics 
trash was generated in 2001, the last 
year for which numbers are avail- 
able, according to estimates by the 
Environmental Protection Agency.

Exit Strategies 


In a merger or sale, 
should employees 
stay or get out fast? 

MOVING ON I Jeff Rice is about 
to lose his job as the corpo- 
rate-marketing manager for a 
minor league hockey team in 
Worcester, Mass., that’s being 
sold. If he stays in his job until 
the hockey season ends next 
year, he’ll get two months’ sal- 
ary as severance. He might 
also find a job at the company 
that sold the team. 

But Rice, who is 30 years 
old and has two children, 
isn’t taking his chances. He 
has already started job hunt- 
ing and plans to take the first 
good job that comes along, 
even if it means forfeiting 
the severance. “I don’t want 
to risk turning something 
down and not being able to 
find something,” he said. 

It’s a quandary many work- 
ers face when their employers go 
through a merger or sale: Should 
you try to jump ship right away and 
give up a cushy exit package? Or 


should you wait in hopes of a fat sev- 
erance payment but risk not being 
able to find another good job? 

Career experts say that as soon 
as you hear rumors of a merger or 



sale, you should start at least 
preparing for a job search. Update 
your resume and strengthen rela- 
tionships with people who could 
help you find a new job. You don’t 


have to tell them you’re looking for 
a job yet, just build up your net- 
work. Start discreetly collecting 
home -contact information from 
references — you’ll need to reach 
them outside work if they 
get laid off too. At this time 
of year, try using holiday 
cards as a guise to get 
home addresses, sug- 
gests Allison Hemming, 
president of The Hired 
Guns, an interim- staff- 
ing company. 

“You never know what’s 
going to happen,” cautions 
Brad Karsh, president of 
JobBound, a career- coun- 
seling company. “The situ- 
ation is highly volatile.”

The 
hardest part can be poking ink into a 
person who won’t sit still in front of 
their friends — “they’ll jump up and 
down, and scream and yell; they’re 
just putting on a show,’’ she said. Tat- 
tooists learn to reflexively pull away 
the needle, but if squirming does 
leave a mark, they can try to incorpo- 
rate it into the tattoo. 



HOW YOU CAN GET HER JOB: Some 
states require a license; In Virginia, 
future tattoo artists must complete 
at least 1,500 hours of training in mi- 
crobiology, sanitation, tattoo history 
and other topics, then pass a state 
exam. As for artistic skills, you don’t 
need to be a classically trained artist, 
but you do have to be able to produce 
work customers can live with. If you’re 
supposed to draw a skull “it needs to 
look like a skull,’’ she said.
